D. Isome, on Tuesday morning of last 
week, that the above crops had been 
sold. It regrets publishing the error 
concerning Mr. Power's crop to tne 
degree II tises a pleasure in correcting 
the error. It thanks Mr. Powers for 
this statement, because it is giad that 
not even this one member of the So- 
ciety has sold his tobacco, and be- 
cause it feels sure that with men like 
this in a farmers combine, it is the 
combine that is Koing to win.

U M. Clark, of Pittsburg, Ph.. pres- 
ent whereabouts unknown, has just 
swindled something like thirty-eight 
creditors in this and adjoining coun- 
ties out of sums aggregating in value 
f:t, 482.119. For about two weeks Clark's 
bass ot operations was at Irvington. 
He sent agents up and down both the 
main and the brancn lines of the 
Henderson Route and they bought 
poultry in large quantities. J. B. 
Biggs, of Irvington. being Clark * 
manager and sohcitir Clark paid 
cash for a large part of the poultry 
he bought but be did not pay for 
leveral thousand dollars worth, ami 
be shipped more away from Irvington 
than he left there to pay bis cr°ditur*. 
Clark left the county on laU Tburs 
day, and the result is that a sale of 
his stuff will 1- made next Thursday 
for the benefit ot me disagreeably sur- 
piised creditors, who are the unsus- 
pecting victi ins of the biggest swin- 
dle of its kind .in the history of this 
part of tbe State. * • • 

Clark came to Irvington nearly 
three weeks ago. He established a 
poultry station and deposited |MM 
in tbe First State Bank at lrviugton. 
He sent out his buyers, and for a 
week or more thousands of eggs, 
thickens, turkeys and geese pc red 
into lrvmgtou by wagons and by 
trains from throughout the country 
fpr nj.lesin ev*iy direction. Clark 
paid Louisville prices and cash down 
for all the stntf he nought direct from 
tbe farmers, and they said readily 
But, at .many towns, be had the 
mereuants to buv tor him from the 
lers in their vicinities. He paid 
then, for tbe first shipments tbey | 
made to him, but left Irvington before 
te paid for the last ones, and he also 
went away with §:iw belonging to 
the First State BanK, and that is why 
tbe climax came Saturday afternoon 
when Deputy Sheriff H. M. Beard, of 
Hardinshnrg. losed up ClaiHt i estab- 
lishment under [an attachment in tied 
by the First State Bank. 

Clark soon drew out by checks the 
$2,500 he had deposited in the First 
State Bank, to pay for tbe first ship 
ments of poultry. He then drew out 
Ssoo on a drait on a Cinoinnati bank. 
He presented a second draft for *.t00, 
with a bill ot lading for one ot the 
cars ot poultry he had shipped at- 
tached. He aept tne original bill of 
lading and gave tbe duplicate to the 
tiank. The bank paid his checks a- 
1 uniting to $:iUM. hut before it had 

received a message from tbe Cinci- 
nnati bank stating that Clark had 
drawn out all his money tbere. 

In tne meantime, Clark got ready 
to make one of the best plays in his 
swindling scheme. He left Irvington 
on tbe late trun Thursday night and 
came to Cloverport. Here ha met Mr. 
Biggs, who was not any wish than 
the victims of hia swindla as to Clark a 
intentions. Hetnld^Mr. Biggs to re- 
turn to Irvington and continue to con- 



duct the business and told bini that 
he (Clark) bad to go on a Tip to look 
after curs ot poultry which he nad 
shipped. I'lark left this city on the 
5:07 morning train Friday and has 
not been heard of or seen since.
